Money Question Not Dead. 

“The money question is neither dead nor 
sleeping. Can the gold standard be re- 
e@arded as eatisfactory when a republican 
president sent a commission to Europe to 
secure aid in getting rid of i 
argument made in favor of an internation- 
al agreement is a condemnation of the 
gold standard. The failure of the com- 
‘mission to secure foreign aid in the restora- 
tion of bimetallism is conclusive proof 
that we must act alone if we expect re- 
lief from monometallism, while the re- 
fusal of our opponents to suggest any 
other ratio is evidence that 16 to 1 is the 
only ratio at which bimetallism is possible. 

“The trust questions is not a new one, 
and yet it has grown in interest and im- 
portance because the trusts have grown 
in number. Attorney General Griggs is 
reported as saying: 

‘*If anything is done to control the trusts 
it must be done by the states.’ 

“No one who has examined this subject 
will believe that state legislation is suf- 
ficient. The federal government must deal 
with the trust as soon as ite perniciousness 
extends beyond the limits of states in 
which it is organized. The president, 
through his attorney general, can force 
the law now in existence. If that law is 
not sufficient he can recommend laws 
which are svfficient. If-the constitution 
will not permit the extinguishment of 
trusts, he can récommend an amendment 
to the constitution conferring upon the 
federal government ample power to enable 
the government to destroy the monopoly 
principle in industry. The republican par- 
ty, through its administration, could ex- 
tinguish its trusts if it desired to do so. 
It is powerless to deal with the question 
because it mortgaged itself to the trusts to 
obtain the money necessary to carry the 
last election. When the methods employed 
in the last election are understood no one 
need wender that the attorney general 
{is undisturbed by the watering of stock, 
the discharge of traveling men and the ex- 
tortion practiced on the consumer.” 

He Discusses Imperialism. 

The latter half of Mr. Bryan's speech 
was devoted to imperialism, with this con- 
clusion: 

“Let us give to the Filipinos tife same 
assurance of independence that we have 
given to the Cubans. Let us assure them 
of our intention of establishing a stable 
government, which, when established, will 
be their government, not ours. Let us as- 
eure them that we shall stand by them 
like an older brother and say to other 
nations, ‘Hands off!’ Let this republic 
work out its destiny.” s 3

Columbus, O., July 7.—The Ohio Associa- 
tion of Democratic Clubs was organized to-

article, the production or price of which is 
controlled by a combine or trust. shall be 
placed on the free list.

Frankfort, Ky., July 7.—The Clay county 
fcudalists caused another stir among the 
state officers today. As result troops 
were ordered to Manchester for the second 
time within a few days and again the or- 
der was revoked. Tonight, however, a spe- 
cial train is in waiting to bear soldiers 
to the disturbed district in case their pres-

HON. W. 1. WILSON ADDRESSES 


THE GEORGIA BAR ASSOCIATION 


He Was a Little Late in Getting to Warm Springs, but Addressed. 


a Large Audience of Lawyers 


HIS SPEECH A SHORT ONE 


But Was on a Subject with Which He 
Was Acqualnted, 


JUOGE SPEER DEFENDS LAW SCHOBLS 


Paid Eloquent Tribute to Georgia 
Lawyers—Election of Officers. 
Hon. Joseph R. Lamar, of 
Augusta, Is Chosen 
President.

Warm Springs, Ga., July 
After the most prosperous year in its his- 
tory, the bar association adjourned 
die this evening, and Judge Hamilton Mc- 
Whorter, the retiring president, turned 
over the office to his successor, Hon. J. R. 
I.amar, of Augusta. There has /een a 
larger attendance than ever before and 
in all respects this session of the associa- 
tliom has been a magnificent success. Har- 
mony and enthusiasm have nfarked the 
proceedings—harmony in the workings of 
the organization and enthusiasm over the 
excellent papers that have been -sead. 
Today the address of Hon. W. L. Wil- 
son, former congressman and cabinet min- 
ister, and now president of the Washing- 
ton and Lee university of Virginia, was 
the event of chief interest. Mr. Wilson 
reached Warm Springs at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon and shortly after arrival ad- 
dressed a brilliant audience a’ the audito- 
rium. 

Hon. W. A. Wilson’s Address. 

President Wilson took as 
for his remarks the increasing difficulties 
of democratic government as they have 
developed and are developing in the experi- 
ences of‘ the American people. He b-gan 
with a reference to his experience in trying 
to make good his Prowlse to be here and 
deliver the expected address. Referring 
modestly to his connection with the pro- 
fession in the role of the country lawyer, 
he explained that he made his address 
without reanuscript and without notes, he- 
cause of he recent refusal of his eyes 
to do thet: full duty, but the theme he 
chose was evidentiv one to which he had 
given much consideration, for nis address, 
was unexpectedly short, = dis- 
played research and learning. His develop- 
ments of democracy since the days of the 
federal adoption of the constitution and 
the change in conditions that have come 
with the growth of the ccuntry, were 
pointed out, these changed coniitiuns be- 
ing new problems that must be met. The 
dutfes of the legal profession, acting 
through the great independent branch of 
the government, the federal jud'ciary, and 
also dominating to a great extent the 
other two co-ordinate branches of the gov- 
ernment were pointed out. 

Mr. Wilson led up to the question of 
industrial monopolies. ‘The differenee § in 
conditions, he thougnt, woull bring the 
supreme test of the orgaale Jaw, and un- 
der such circumstances the part of ‘the 
legal fraternity in colving the pecbiems 
would be most important. 

“Come what may,” he sid in concluding, 
“the bar of Georgia, and that portion of 
the bar of the United States whch is 
called upon to lead, will ‘n the future, 
as in the past, be true to the ‘ y~Jamental 
principles of our institutions and will 
transmit to those who coms after them 
those liberties as. full and as abundant 
as the ones inherited by them from our 
fathers.”’ 

On motion of Judge Hillyer the associa- 
tion unanimously returned thanks to Mr. 
Wilson for his address and requested that 
the society be furnished with a copy of 
the address for publication in the ficial 
report of the proceedings. 
Jucge Speer Defends Law Schools. 

A brilliant defense of law schools by 
Judge Emory Speer was one of the treats 
of the day, and it was brought out by a 
reference in Mr. Dessau'’s paper which was 
in the nature of a comparison between the 
methods of examination by the state board 
of examiners, where there is no knowledge 
of the aspirant for admission, ~ with the 
college method, where the instructors are 
brought in direct contact with the people. 
Judge Speer argued that this was one of 
the greatest advantages which the school 
gave the pupils, and he took cocnmen to 
pay an eloquent tribute to the Georgia law- 
yers, as a body, contending that the men 
educated by the Georgia law schools were 
the peers of any lawyers in the union. The 
judge’s speech was the most eloquent and 
brilliant bit of oratory that the session has

MEDIATION AND ARBITRATION. 


Third Committee of Peace Conference 
Asks for Long Recess. 

The Hague, July 7.+The third committee, 
this morning, at The Huis Ten 
Bosch, discussed the.scheme for the me- 
diation and arbitration convention drawn 
up by the Comite D'Examen. Many of 
the delegates have been acquainted 
with the proposals since yesterday, and 
they have not had time to consult their 
governments. Consequently it has heen de- 
cided that when the committee adjourns 
today it will be until July 17th in order 
allow the delegates a week in which 
to consult thelr governments and receive 
final instructions, 

The scheme ig headed “Draft of conven- 
tion for the pacific settlement of interna- 
tional conflicts.”’ 

The first part deals with the maintenance 
of general peace; the second part with ar- 
bitration. 

The reporter of the committee explained 
lengthily the motives which inspired the 
drafting committee elaborating the 
scheme. 

M. Bourgeois, the head of the French 
delegation, thanked the reporter in warm 
terms and congratulated him upon his re- 
markable exposition, which, he said, would 
remain an official commentary 
provisions formulated, both for the dele- 
gates and for their governments. 
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SPAIN IS GIVEN GOOD ADVICE. 


French Consul Tells of American En- 
terprise in Manila. 

Washington, July 7.—The French coneu!l 
at Manila has sent to his goverrment a 
dispatch containing a long list of enter- 
prises which Americans are establishing 
in the archipelago and warns his own peo- 
ple that they must be up and doing unless 
they want to be far in the rear. 

A translation of his ®eport has reached 
the state department from United States 
Consul Cobert at Lyons. 

It states in brief that American competi- 
tion is assuming alarming proportions. and 
the Spanish merchants will be compelled to 
close their houses or entirely change their 
business methods.

AUTHORESS DEATH 


Mrs, Marguecite Dickins Killed by 
the Igniting of Gasoline 


WAS A WELL-KNOWN WOMAN 


Wife of a Well-Known Officer Connected 
with United States Navy 


HEA BODY WAS BADLY BURNED 


Force of the Explosion Tore Out the 
Front of the House and Demol- 
ished the Third Story—She 
was a Distinguished 
Writer. 


Washington, July 7.—Official and 
cial Washington alike were shocked today

the tragic death from an explosion of 


ish embassy of Mrs. Marguerite Dickins, 
one of the best-known women in social, lit- 
erary and charitable circles in Washington, 
and wife of Captain Francis W. Dickins. 
of the navy, who received the first official 
news of the blowing up of the battleship 
Maine in Havana harbor. 

The accident had many distressing feat- 
ures and came as a fearful blow to Captain 
Dickins, who was suddenly summoned home 
from the navy department to find his wife 
dead and the upper part of his house a 
wreck, 

The Dickins residence a handsome 
three-story brick building on Nineteenth 
street, direct'y back of the British embassy 
and within a few steps of Dupont circle. 
The first intimation of the fire was a low 
rumble at 10:45 a. m. followed wy several 
violent shocks, which blew out the entire 
third story front of the residence. The 
quiet neighborhood was immediately thrown 
into the wildest confusion, as engines, 
ambulances and a large crowd assembled. 
The firemen made their way to the third 
story and in. the extreme confusion and 
among the debris littering the front room 
they found the blackened corpse of a wo- 
man. Several streams of water were re- 
quired to check the fire. * 

Joseph Vaughn, a plumber, and his as- 
sistants were putting on a gutter to the 
rear of the third story roof. Having coin- 
pieted the job they descended by means 
of a ladder to the third story. Vaughn 
carried in his hand a lighted melting pot. 
As he descended he detected the strong 
fumes of gasoline and through the open 
door to the front room caught a glimpse o 
a woman sprinkling some liquid on the 
floor with the evident purpose of preparing 
to cleanse it. He gave a warning to his 
partner that gasoline was being used and 
that there was danger from the firepot, 
but at this instant a teriffic explosion oc- 
curred, literally enveloping the entire third 
story in a mass of flames. 

The rescuers were led to the spot by 
Plumber Vaughn, who was himself badly 
burned absuut the face and arms. He re- 
ceived these burns In a heroic effort to res- 
cue Mrs. Dickins. He and his assistant 
had entered the room in which Mrs. Dick- 
ins sat cleaning some rugs when the ex- 
‘plosion happened. The two men were 
thrown down by the explosion. As soon 
as they found their feet, Vaughn scized 
Mrs. Dickins and attempted drag her 
from the room. The flames how- 
ever, so fierce that he was 
drop her and flee for his own life Te 
thinks that she was then dead. , 

The explosion was of such force that it 
rent the stone steps in front of the house. 
The plumbers say that considerable quan- 
tities of the gasoline had apparently been 
spilled upon the floor. 

Captain Dickins is one of the best-known 
officers connected with the navy department 
and he was brought into prominence at 
the time the Maine was blown at 
Havana. He was then acting chief of the 
navigation bureau and it fell to Bis lot to 
receive the first dispatch from Cudhats Sigs- 
bee giving information of that appalling 
disaster. Throughout +he days following 
the momentous events Captain Dickins was 
the recipient of the official messages bring- 
ing the details of that disaster.

Manila, July 7, 7:30 p. m.—The trial at 
Cabanatuan of the slayers of General 
Luna, the Filipino leader, who was as-

defendants. They pleaded self-defense. 
The testimony. showed that there was a 
conspiracy on the part of Luna and of- 
ficers _to Kill Aguinaldo and make Luna 
dictator. Luna's death Seems to have 
Strengthened Aguinaldo’s leadership for 
the time. Luna’s Supporters are now out- 
wardly loyal to Aguinalado. The members 
of the Spanish colony here are lionizing 
the survivors of the Spanish garrison at 
Baler, on the east coast of Luzon, who 
returned here last night with the Span- 
ish commissioners sent to treat with the 
Filipinos for the surrender of the Spanish 
prisoners.

CONSCRIPTION BILL PROBABLE. 


House of Lords Hears a Measure from 
Marquis of Landsowne. 

London, July 7.—In the house of lords to- 
day the secretary of state for war, the 
marquis of Lansdowne, introduced a bill 
which is regarded as the thin end of the 
wedge*of conscription, and is therefore like- 
ly to render the government unpopular. 

The bill, which is entitled the ‘‘militia 
ballot act,” is intended to simplify and 
regularize an existing act now practically 
suspended in favor of voluntary enlist- 
ment. 

In his epeech introducing the measure, 
Lord Lansdowne carefully explained that 
the government only wanted it read the 
first time, as there was no intention to pass 
it, and he repudiated ‘‘the idea of trying 
to introduce cons¢ription by a side wind.”’ 

Personally, he said, he did not favor 
conscription, but he thought it “advisable 
that such a bill should be in readiness if 
Wanted,’’ and that the “country should 
realize how it stands with regard to this 
question.”’ 

Already the liberal papers are attack- 
ing the government and asking what need 
there is of such a measure unless con- 
scription is intended, and looking to the 
fact that recruiting is dwindling, the bill 
will be regarded with suspicion.

Funeral of Ex-Gevernor Richardson Yes- 
terday at Columbia. 


LARGE CROWD AT SERVICES 


Trinity Church Packed with People 
from All Parts of State. 


DISTINGUISHED ' MEN ARE THE ESCORT 


Remains Were Taken to Camden on 
Train and There Buried in 
Family Plat. 


Columbia, S. C., July 7.—(Special.)—Citi- 
zens of Columbia, with friends and rela- 
tives from other parts of the state, crowd- 
ed Trinity Episcopal chgirch this afternoon 
when the funeral serivces of ex-Governor 
Richardson were conducted.

TRIAL OF JOHN K. STUCKEY. 


Charged with the Murder of His 
Bookkeeper.

Stuckey went to his safe os if 
to get a book, but instead drew out a 
revolver and shot several times. 

“The d—d cowardly scoundrel shot me 
because he was broke and I knew it,’ was 
part of the statement. 

A pistol found on the floor, Sevier said 
in his dying statement, had been in the 
safe with the other used by Stuckey and 
was drawn out by Stuckey. He. (Sevier) 
had no weapon and did not use one. 

All during the trial Mrs. Stuckey and 
another relative were within the bar, while 
a beautiful young daughter of the slain 
man sat with the nrosecuting attorneys.

TOBACCO CULTURE IN GEORGIA 


Experiment of Railroad Proving a 
Great Success. 

Savafinah, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)—Mr. 
John M. Egan, vice president of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway, says that an in- 
dustry is springing up in Georgia that will 
make its influence felt in Savannah before 
long. That is the culture of tobacco. 

Some months ago the Central railroad 
sent out many hundreds of pamphlets 
bearing-on the cultivation of tobacco. It 
means to be followed in the production of 
the weed, and prospective planters were 
warned against all the enemies of the 
plant and weather and other conditions 
against which they would have to guard. 
The pamphlete were widely distributed, 
nearly every farmer along the line of the 
Central railroad in those sections best 
Calculated to produce good ‘obacco re- 
ceiving one. 

The pamphlets were not the only as- 
sistance furnished by the railroad. It 
aided in sending out a lot of seed for ex- 
perimtnts. A firm in North Carolina went 
Into the thing with the Central, and i: and 
the railroad shared the expense of sending 
out packages of seed to al) the farmers 
whp wrote for them. The seed were plan:- 
ed and cultivated under the rules laid 
down in the book of instructions. and it is 
Said there are many living along the line 
of the Central railroad now who have fine 
Patches of tobacco. 

Mr. Egan is well satisfied with the re- 
sult of the endeavor of the railroad to in- 
duce the people to undertake the culture 
Of the plant in the country districts. He 
expects to see it develop into an industry 
of great importance. His prophecy is that 
the city will have a great manufactory in 
course of time. Savannah is regarded as 
the natural location for such a factory 
for the conversion of the tobaccéd as gath- 
ered frem tHe farms into the marketable 
form. It would be a proper distributing 
point, and Mr. Egan beheves it no more 
than the natural outcome of tobacco cul- 
ture being undertaken to any considerable 
degree in Georgia for this to be the point 
of al’ others selected for its manufacture. 

Instances of the successful cultivation 
of the crop in southwest “Georgia have 
come to the Knowledge of Mr. Egan. He 
has seon the plants growing at several! 
places, and finds the fermers are greatly 
encouraged over what they think a pros- 
pect of adding a paying industry to those 
in which they are already engaged. Mr. 
Egan believes the ridge tha: produces such 
fine tobacco in North warolina and Vir- 
ginia should also do it in Georgia, as it 
extends throughout the state in a trans- 
verse direction. 

Mr. E. H. Hinton, traffic manager of the 
Central, thinks very highly of the soil of 
south Georgia for the production of sugar 
cane. He has spent many years in Louis- 
lana and is familiar with the sugar in- 
dustry as it is followed in that state. He 
has found that the goll tn southwest Geor- 
gia, a section with which he is familiar, 
his duties often demanding his presence 
there, is very similar to that of the richest 
parish in Louisiana, and that in which the 
best cane is produced. He says. the 
establishment of a sugar refinery any- 
where along the line of the Central would 
be welcomed by the road, and tha: the 
lowest possible rates would be given to

The hymn book 
of the Southern Presbyterian church has 
not been revised since the civil war, and 
there {s no uniformity in the books now in 
use in southern churches. It is desired to 
adopt one uniform book for the Southern 
Presbyterian church, It is thought there 
many be considerable changes. The reports 
of the cémmittee will Le awaited with much 
interest. Mr. Morris is one of the ablest 
and most popular Presbyterian divines in 
the state and admirably suited for the 
hymnbook work. 

During Mr. Morris’s absence from Macon 
Rev. R. R. White, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of this city, will preach 
in his own church on Sunday mornings and 
fill Mr. “Morris’s pulpit at the Tattnall 
Square Presbyterian church on Sunday 
nights. When Mr. Morris returns to Ma. 
con and Mr. White leaves on his summer 
vacation, Mr. Morris will occupy Mr. 
White’s pulpit on Sunday nights and preach 
in his own church on Sunday mornings. 
By this brotherly arrangement and ex- 
change of pulpits the congregations of the

its capture by the duke of Parma would 
not have drifted to London, laying the foun- 
dat’sn of its gigantic growth. 

Even her faults—her temporizing, her 
ecnservatism, her policy of detail—served 
well the uncertain tendencies of those days. 
lier long-drawn diplomatic intrigues im- 
peded the progress of her enemies’ minds, 
prevented a too hurried interference in the 
affairs of other nations and gave her time 
to see which party would ultimately tri- 
umph, that she might throw in her prestige 
with the winning cause. So that while she 
was adored as protector of the national re- 
ligion, had the catholic party become dom- 
{rant there is no doubt that she would have 
been handed down to posterity as zealous 
a co-operator with the pope as her sister 
Mary. in her private chapel she always 
retained the clergy, says Green, much as 
her ancestors treated the Jews, arrogating 
to herself as thelr guardian the sole right 
of robbing them unmercifully. Many Eng- 
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lish catholics suffered death because un- 


willing to subscribe to th: acts of unifor- 
mity and supremacy passed by Elizabeth's 
first parllament, making the queen head of 
the church of England. She insisted upon 
these oaths more that she might be undis- 
puted head of everything tn her realm 
than through any religious conviction. That

her establishment of the English churca 
was due rather to resentment than enlight- 
ernment was shown when Mary of Scotland 
and her husband, the young king of France, 
insisted upon their claims to the English 
throne, when Elizabeth, to conciliate the 
catholic element, reintroduced the crucifix 
into the church for one year, held out hope 
of her conversion and dangled the bait of 
her marriage to an Austrian catholic suitor. 

Yet in the end by defeating the invincible 
Armada she crushed forever the power of 
Spain and established protestantism in Hol- 
land as well as in England. Philip II, of 
Spain, making the execution of Mary 
Queen of Scots ‘the ostensible reason for 
revenging tne Netherlands, determined to 
crush England ‘by his far-famed fleet of 
ships. While Spain was ringing with tho 
din of preparation, Elizabeth in steel corse- 
let, as generalissimo of her army, reviewe 1 
the troops and was only prevented by her 
statesmen from reading in person the ex- 
pedition commanded by Leicester. The 
light equipment of the English enabled 
Drake, Hawkins and Howard to overcome 
without difticulty the clumsy half-moon of 
Spanish ships which had terrorized Europe 
for so many years, 

A history of Elizabeth's flirtations would 
fill volumes. Although frequently besought 
by her people to marry, especially after the 
birth of a son to Mary Queen of Scots, she 
met these requests by promise of consid- 
eration, keeping all Europe in suspensé 
while she dallied with’ some princely suitor, 
oftentimes she permittea her delight in 
grave coquetries her legacy from Henry 
VIII and Anne Boleyn, to lead her so far 
as a betrothal, which invariably terminated, 
after sufficient international apprehension 
had been excited over the political outcome 
of such a marriage by sending the royal 
suitor on his way after taking the precau- 
tion of retaining all his valuable presents. 
She justified her course to px*:nament by 
tapping her coronation ring significantly 
and saying: ‘Il am already bound unto 4% 
husband. which is the king*om of England, 
and let that suffice you.” Her real reasons 
for remaining a virgin queen were, first, be- 
cause she wished to rule with undivided 
scepter, to be both king and queen of Eng- 
land; second, because she would not shatter 
her popularity by marrying a foreign and, 
therefore, catholic suitor; and third, because 
she really cared (after their wfves had been 
conveniently murdered) for Seymour in her 
girlhood, Leicester in her maturity and j¢s- 
sex in her second childhood. Indeed, ff we 
may credit Froude's interpretation of some 
recently discovered Spanish letters, hen 
strong desire to marry the recently widow- 
ed, worthless Leicester in face of her peo- 
ple's opposition actually led her to offer 
to sell her country to Spain and the cath- 
olic cause upon Philip IL’s promise of sup- 
port of her marriage. 

As Elizabeth advanced Iw years she grew 
more and more exacting in her coquetries, 
more violent and unendurable to those 
around her. Even her beloved people began 
to understand the coid, harel nature under- 
lying her propitiating ostentation and look- 
ed with increasing coldness upeoyn her gaudy 
‘‘nrogresses’’ from Gne part of the realm to 
another.

Private Arnold of Third Kentucky, 
Charged with Murder. 
Savannah, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)—Private 
James H. Arnold, of company I, Third Ken- 
tucky regiment, has just been brought here 
from Fort Thomas, Ky., to stand trial for 
murder, ar some lower degree of criminal 
homicide. It was found impracticable to 
have him tried by a courtmartial, and he 
was sent here under a guard to be turned

Arnold, who is a mere boy, only nineteen 
vears old, killed a comrade in the Third 
Kentucky, Private Herman Hunt, just be- 
fore the regiment was mustered out here 
last May.

This fact is brought to mind 
by a venture which ig just now being 
wn ny rg Southern Spring Bed fac- 
y, scity. As long as this com- 
pany engaged in the ordinary lines of 
commerce, it demanded attention from 
hewspapers only through the ordinary 
channels, but when it steps aside from 
the beaten path and points a way by 
which some of the Wasted resources of 
the country could be saved, it becomes 
a public benefactor,.and deserves all the 
commendation which can be given to it. 
The enterprise now under way is the sav- 
ing of the feathers which have been wast- 
ed throughout the entire south. Take 
the city of Gainesville, for instance, 
Which is the largest chicken distributing 
center in this section, and yet all of its 
shipments present no value in the item 
of feathers. In studying this. matter 
Mr. Isaac Haas, manager of the South- 
ern Spring Bed Company, conceived 
the idea of putting in machinery for the 
cleaning and separation of the feathers. 
By ‘doing this he will avoid having 
to go abroad for his material, which 
is very prudent in regard to his own bus- 
iness, but at the same time he opens up 
a market for a great saving of waste 
material, thus increasing the value of 
the chicken industry to the extent of 
the price which the feathers will bring. 
The saving will be a small one to each 
person, it is true, but what an immense 
Sum in the aggregate. It is a business 
which will in a very short time dis- 
tribute hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to farmers, and others who will take 
advantage of the opportunity to save 
their feathers. This is a business also 
in which Atlanta can invade New Eng- 
land and the middle states, sales now 
being made to Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and Illinois, 

There is in sight another industry 
which has sprung up in our city and 
which possesses a merit which could 
make it rival the greatest soap factory 
in the world. Mr. Pelligrini, who is 
well known in this city in connection 
with the tefra cotta and marble-cutting 
business, has long wondered why it was 
that the dust necessary to the polishing 
up of marble had to be imported from 
Italy, instead of being discovered some- 
where in our own mineral resources. He 
became satisfied that there must be some 
such deposits, and made a long trip to 
the mountains of north Georgia, hunt- 
ing up such an article. One day he 
had occasion to take shelter under a 
tree during a rainstorm. <A flood came 
coursing down and washed up some 
earth almost at his feet. Its appear- 
ance caught his attention, and picking 
it up between his fingers, he said: “I 
have found it at last.’”” After a number 
of experiments Mr. Pelligrini, in com- 
pany with Mr. H. C. Hudgins, of this 
city, started in its manufacture. It has 
been demonstrated by tests in clean- 
ing marbles, brasses, tar, oi] and paint 
stains and so on, that it is fully the 
equal, if not the superior, of anything 
else in the market. This they have 
named Terpolio, and the sale of it is 
now being pushed throughout the city. 
The Constitution referg to this incident, 
not by way of advertisement, but simply 
to draw attention to a possibility in our 
local commerce, for, as we have said 
before, the greatness and prosperity of 
our city depends upon the recognition 
of our own resources and in giving such 
help as can be extended to those whose 
help is leading in the way. 

These are but some sample points, 
taken up at random, with which to il- 
lustrate an idea, and to insist upon the 
fact that it is not by wasting our time 
looking for immense concerns, that we 
can build up a city, but that it must be 
done by cultivating local enterprise and 
inventive skill. A well Known mer- 
chant a few days ago referred to the 
fact that in the city of Atlanta there 
were now 800 sewing machines engaged 
upon the manufacture of pantaloons 
alone. To this it is safe to add 400 
workers more, who work by hand, mak- 
ing 1,200 in all, and to whom there 18 
paid out $5,000 weekly. 

Here, then, is the opportunity of our 
merchants to push the sales of Atlanta 
made articles wherever the opportunity 
is presented. A great city must fur- 
nish work for its people and exploit its 
own resources if it would thrive.

The Case of Mexico. 

The Courier-Journal calls attention to 
the fact that the recent conversion of 
the entire national debt of Mexico from 
bonds bearing a high rate of interest to 
those bearing a comparatively low rate 
is the biggest international financial 
transaction that has taken place for 
s0me time. This conversion has been 
made through the great banking houses 
of this country and Europe, and the 
finance minister of Mexico announces 
that he considers the arrangement in 
every way satisfactory, especially as it 
insures the co-operation of the most 
powerful European and American firms. 
“It raises,” he says, ‘‘Mexican funds to 
the rank of international securities of 
the first order. It enables us to get rid 
of the mortgage on the Tehuantepec 
railroad; it restores to our use the de- 
posits formerly held by the house of 
Bleichroder; and it means a saving ap- 
proximately of £130,000 yearly, which 
at the present exchange rate is $1,300,- 
000.” 

This is indeed a notable transaction, 
considering that Mexico is a country de- 
voted to the silver standard. tut ob- 
serve how The Courier-Journal turns 
around and swallows and otherwise con- 
ceals all the arguments which the gold 
party formerly used when they were en- 
gaged in the great feat of exhibiting 
Mexico to the people of this country as 
a horrible example. As an example of 
the ridiculous in argument, we offer the 
following comments of our esteemed con- 
temporary: 


As Mexico fis an exclusively silver-using 
nation, according to the logic of the ex- 
treme silver element, she should have strug- 
gied along under her old debt, with its on- 
erous conditions; rather than seek relief 
and cheap interest from the money power 
of Europe. The statesmen of Mexico are 
sensible men, however, and instead of try- 
ing to float a silver loan, they made the 
security as good as possiLle—made in pay- 
able in sterling—and borrowed the money in 
London. And they expect to pay it, prin- 
cipal and interest, in gold, or in terms of 
gold, and think it no hardship. 

The Constitution hag been discussing 
the silver question in all its varied as- 
pects for something like a quarter of a 
century, and in the course of that time 
every possible phase of the subject has 
come within its purview. We do not 
hesitate to say, therefore, that no advo- 
cate of the free coinage or silver, of ex- 
treme or conservative views, ever sug- 
gested, hinted, infimated or claimed that 
a silver standard nation ghould hesitate 
or refuse tg take advantage of its credit 
in any shape or form. The claim of the 
silver men, indeed, has been all the 
other way. They have insisted that 
even a silver standard nation, such as 
Mexico, would not only achieve domes- 
tic prosperity, but would have credit 
abroad. 

The claim of the gold*party, as our 
readers know, has been the reverse of 
this. They have insisted that a nation 
which didn’t have ‘“‘money as good as 
the best,” which had “a currency de- 
preciated as compared with that of the 
civilized world,’’ would be in desperate 
straits financially. This was and is the 
“sound money” argument: and although 
American bimetallists are not in favor of 
the single silyer standard, or any other 
single standard, Mexico was held up to 
them in season and out of season as a 
horrible example of the free coinage of 
silver. The first cry of the gold party 
in the morning was, “Do you want to 
Mexicanize the American people?” and 
it wag their last cry at night as they 
pulled the cover over their buzzing 
heads. Was unskilled labor cheap in 
Mexico? Behold the results of silver! 
Did the children of the poorer classes, 
respcnsive to climatic conditions, dis- 
card garments altogether, or go about 
in their shirt-tails? You —iperceive, 
brethren, the awful products of “free 
silver!” 

Such were the arguments of the gold 
party—such the specious, superficial and 
silly nature of their contention. The bi- 
metallists, on the other hand, insisted 
that while they were not in favor of the 
single silver standard—believing that 
both money metals should be employed 
to support and sustain each other in 
order to maintain the stability of each— 
showed that the silver standard in Mex- 
ico, providing as it did an ample sup- 
ply of money, had produced all the 
marks, and notes, and features of pros- 
perity; that, though the wages of un- 
skilled labor were low, owing to the 
great number of people competing for 
employment, the wageg of skilled labor 
were correspondingly high; and that, 
though the value of the Mexican silver 
dollar was 50 cents, or a fraction under, 
in the United States, yet it would pur- 
chase as much goods in Mexico as the 
American dollar would command in the 
United States. : 

That there was ample proof of these 
conditions, our readers know, but the 
organs of the gold party either boldly 
denied the facts or avoided the facts 
bv declaring that the time would come 
when Mexico would be compelled to 
adopt the gold standard if it desired to 
have any financial standing or credit 
among the civilized nations. And now. 
when the great international banks 
which, under the gold standard, have 
absolute control of the finances of the 
United States and Europe demonstrate 
the fact that they regard the nationa} 
bonds of Mexico as a very desirable in- 
yestment, although that country still ad- 
heres to the silver standard, the organs 
of the gold party shift the issue and the 
argument and pretend that the bimetal- 
lists of this country would have advised 
Mexico not to seek to use the money 
power to better her condition as a 

ation. 
ae wall known, of course, that Mex- 
ico’s bonds, which have just been con- 
verted, were issued years ago, before the 
demonetization of silver had increased 
the value of gold. The interest on them 
became more and more burdensome as 


the value of gold increased. The re- 
markable fact is that a nation which 
stands practically alone as an adherent 
of the single silver standard should have 
so increased its domestic production and 
enhanced its credit abroad that the great 
financial institutions of Europe and the 
United States should discover its bonds 
to be a highly desirable investment. 
But the organs of the gold party will 
not discuss this phase of the subject. 
Shifty evasions, nimble avoidance, spe- 
cious statements, bald denials and super- 
ficial views are now, as they ever have 
been, the essence ag well as the sub- 
stance of their claims and contentions.

It is seldom that so strong a compll- 
ment is paid to the leader of an oppo- 
sition party, as is the following tribute 
to Mr. Bryan by The Chicago Times- 
Herald: 


The same day that ex-Governor Hogg 
was carrying Tammany by.storm with his 
reference to Bryan, Mr. Bryan himself was 
received with tremendous enthusiasm both 
at Atlanta and at Barnesville.

Mr. Bryan has character, sincerity, 
a winning personality, intellectual Lrillian- 
cy, eloquence, and the elements are s0 
mixed in him as to produce the best possi- 
ble effect. He is, besides, the leading ex- 
ponent of a principle which gives him a re- 
markable influence wher®¢he principle is 
held, while his character, gifts and attain- 
ments secure him the liking of people who 
regret the principle. 

At one time there was avery natural dis- 
position to ascribe his prestige to a single 
speech, but the speech was merely his op- 
portunity. Since delivering it he has proved 
his powers as an orator many times, and 
he has stood the closer scrutiny of the 
public, which is attracted but not dominat- 
ed by oratory. We have known men even 
more brilliant on the platform who never 
got beyond the part of performers in a 
campaign show. With all their ability they 
could not command respect, because they 
did not possess those moral qualities which 
the American people desire in their political 
leaders of the presidential class. 

Mr. Bryan is clean of speech 
He has nothing to explain. He is honest 
in his convictions. What he lacks most is 
a lively humor, and this sometimes does a 
politiclan more harm than good. as 8. S. 
Cox used to confess ruefully. Much as 
Americans enjoy a joke, they prefer serious 
men in high places. 

When, therefore, all th$@zs are taken into 
account, it is clear why Mr. Bryan is pop- 
ular, and no one should now fee! disposed 
to grudge him the position he has won. 
Whether he may succeed in commending B.s 
political ideas to the voters of the country 
is another question, 

The Constituuuon quotes this tribute in 
full for the purpose of declaring that 
among the other elements of fraternity 
and harmony which haye developed, 
not the least qualifying is that which 
permits of the recognition of the true 
merits of men in public life, regardless 
of their party affiliations. 

Under our form of government we will 
always have rule by party. ‘The great 
Opposing political partieS are but the 
agencies through which the American 
people make known their wishes, and 
the smaller parties are but whipcordg in 
their hands to chastise the larger ones 
when they swervefrom the straight 
path of duty. ‘The leaderg of each par- 
ty, therefore, are filling a well-recog- 
nized public function, and are entitled 
to all the courtesy and consideration 
which goes to officers of the government 
itself. When we fail to recognize the 
gifts and the honesty of purpose of our 
political leaderg of all parties, we are 
but discrediting American manhood. 
Hence, the era should be welocmed in 
which the republican Times-Herald can 
Say such pleasant things of Mr. Bryan, 
and when the democratic Constitution 
feels no hesitancy in saying equally as 
much for the personal character and 
qualifications of Mr. McKinley. All this, 
too, without a sacrifice of politica] opin- 
ion by either.

An observing man of this city is of the 
opinion that the dog law of the state is 
a very funny thing. A man has a dog, but 
he does not own him because dogs are not 
recognized as property, and therefore can- 
not be owned. His owner is responsible 
for any damage he may do. As a dog is 
not property and hence has no value, there 
is nothing to prevent a man from stealing 
another man’s dog: yet should he do go 
the chances are that he would be punished.

My middle-aged readers in this region 
have seen wonderful changes in the course 
of a generation. 

It would fill columns 
the physical, political, 
cia] revolutions of the period. 

The success achieved by women in new 
and wider fields of usefulness is one of 
the most startling chapters in our experi- 
ence. 

Here in the south, not many years ago, 
very few occupations were open to women. 
If they could not teach school, sew or 
write for the magazines, there was noth- 
ing for them to do, and their lot was a 
hard one if they had no husbands or rela- 
tives to aid them. 

Now it is very different. Thousands of 
women and girls find employment in stores 
and offices, and they give perfect satisfac- 
tion. In many of the lighter occupations 
they are crowding out the men. They 
make good typewriters, bookkeepers, 
clerks and printers. 

How we laughed when we first heard of 
& woman lawyer. 

There were only five women lawyers in 
America in 1870. In 1890 there were 240, 
and there are probably 500 in this country 
at the présent time. 

The other day the clerk of a New York 
court handed out seven taw licenses to as 
many young women who had just been ad- 
mitted to the bar. 

The French chamber of deputies last 
week passed an act allowing women to 
practice law. 

It is quite likely that in the near future 
a& great many bright women will be ad- 
mitted to the bar and devote themselves 
to office practice. 

Mrs. William J. Bryan read law in or- 
der to her husband, but she has 
never practiced in the courts.

There are women in the pulpits, in the 
medical profession, and they are very suc- 
cessful as book agents and bill collectors.

They lecture, make political speeches and 
in some s‘ates hold office and sit on juries. 

Right here in Atlanta we have seen wo- 
men barbers. 

In almost every war in the world’s his- 
tory some of them have figured as so0i- 
diers, and they made good ones, as for in- 
stance, Joan of Arc and the Maid of Sara- 
gossa. 

We might as well throw the doors wide 
Open and like France allow women to 
Wear trousers in consideration of a small 
annual tax. 


The suggestion seems ridiculous. But 
‘wenty-five years ago the average At- 
lantian did not dream of the activity of 
women in the occupations in which he 
now sees them engaged. 

Even in back number Russia women are 
placed in charge of the saloons of St. 
Petersburg and forbidden to sell two 
ae to the same man within a given 

me. 

I don't care to make any predic'ions, but 
when my readers glance at these facts 
and do a little thinking they will be pre- 
pared for further developments. 

The drift of things would seem to point 
to a republic practically ruled by women 
in the tweniieth century. 

Already many of our young men are 
seeking refuge in the Philippines, Cuba, 
South America and Africa. 


And now a woman vr southern birth, 
Mrs. Lillian Devereux Blake, comes to the 
front with a sensational proposition. She 
says that when a wonian finds the man 
who suits her she should have the privi- 
lege of proposing marriage to him. 

Mrs. Blake does not say what the man 
should do. She is silent about his rights 
In the matter, though she must Know that 
millions of men would not feel justified in 
refusing a lady under such circumstances. 

Her idea, however, is not entirely new. 
Many years ago I heard Victoria Wood- 
hull advocate it. Victoria said that if a 
bright woman met a great statesman, 
such a man as Daniel Webster, and felt 
satisfied that he would realize her ideal of 
a husband, she ought to propose marriage 
to him, 

Some time afterwards, 
the marriage of this woman ;o Sir John 
Biddulph Martin in London, I at once 
jumped to the conclusion that she had put 
her idea into execution. She doubtless 
cornered the rich old baronet and captured 
him, very much as Mrs. MacStinger se- 
cured Captain Jack Bunsby for a husband.

Seriously viewing this question i: etrikes 
me that under the new conditions which 
have thrown hosts of women into compe- 
tition with men the latter should be more 
chivalrous and considerate, instead of 
taking the position that they have the 
right to treat their women competitors 
just as they would treat men. 

I deeply regret the necessity which forces 
women to go out tnto the world as wage- 
earners, but if they must go, men should 
aid them in the right way as far as pos- 
sible and lighten their burdens.

Still it is beiter to keep a young woman 
at home if outside work can be avoided. 

As a rule the wages paid to women are 
very low and a woman must be decidedly 
superior in her line of @mploymegnt in or- 
der to command 2 good salary. 

We have not yet outgrown the barbarous 
idea that because a woman is a woman 
she must not paid a man’s wages, 
thoug& she may do more and better work 
than a man | 

Some day this injustice will be remedied, 
but for a Tong time to come I fear that 
the weaker sex will be compelled to strug- 
gle along on half wages.

Hundreds of talented wo- 
men in this country are well paid for their 
newspaper work, and there is no reason 
why they should not do well as editorial 
writers, reporters, book reviewers and ad- 
vertising writers.

Disease from Infected Buildings. 

The Philadelphia Press says that the pres- 
ent epidemic of yellow fever in Vera Cruz, 
Mexico, justifies in a singular manner the 
warning sent out last spring from the office 
of the surgeon general at Washington. This 
warning was a protest against the disman- 
tling of any old building during warm 
weather which had been infected by yellow 
fever It is highly probable that the peo- 
ple of Vera Cruz brought upon that city 
the present epidemic of yellow fever by 
tearing down a number of dilapidated struc- 
tures in which cases of the fever had oc- 
curred. Last year the city council of Vera 
Cruz passed a resolution requiring proper- 
ty owners to comply with the existing 
ordinance ordering them to clear and fix 
up their buildings. Many of the proprie- 
tors took advantage of this requirement to 
make extensive alterations and repairs; 
which had been delayed from one cause 
or another for years. 

The consequence was that hundreds of 
old partitions were torn down, walls and 
roofs removed and floors torn up, and the 
debris composed of rotting wood, plaster, 
brick and stone was piled up on the side- 
walks in front of the houses to be re- 
paired. It was noticed that it was at this 
time that the yellow fever made its ap- 
pearance in Vera Cruz. It increased as the 
repairing went on and now the city is ssif- 
fering from one of the worst epidemics of 
the disease known in its history. Vera 
Cruz is a city of about 25,000 inhabitants, 
but from December 8, 1898, to June 15, 1899, 
it had 311 deaths from yellow fever. The 
number of cases is not given, but it must 
have reached 700 to 800 within a period of 
less than six months. For the week end- 
ing June 15th, the last week reported, there 
were 117 cases and sixty-one deaths. The 
mortality of more than one in two ts a 
striking evidence of the severity of the 
epidemic. 


Harvard Gets a Big Gift. 

The donations of Jacob H. Schiff, of Nev 
York, to Harvard have been accepted, and 
will be available by another year. 

Mr. Schiff gave $200,000 for a department 
for the study of Semitic language and lit- 
erature for the same purpose. Certain con- 
ditions were atached to the gifts, and these 
will be complied with by the university. 

The department will be a valuable addi- 
tion to the university, and the museum to 
be added, in connection with the first named 
gift, will soon be one of the best in the 
land, as there is a quantity of material al- 
ready in hand. 


An Old Musical Couple. 

The oldest musical couple in the United. 
States have been separated by death. Dan- 
iel Hall, of East Liverpool, O., has been 
buried at Spring Grove cemetery, Cincin- 
nati. Mr. Hall was stricken with the grip 
five months ago and death finally resulted 
on Sunday, June 18th. For sixty-six years 
Mr. and Mrs. Hall have sung together, be- 
ginning when they were children in old 
England. They were born and raised in 
Coseley, Staffordshire. Mr. and Mrs. Hail 
have sung in choirs and choral societies 
for considerably over half a century. They 
were for years members of the celebrated 
choir of the Ninth Street Baptist church, 
of Cincinnati, under the leadership of Pro- 
fessor Victor Williams. Among the mem- 
Lers of this famous choir was Oscar Ehr- 
gott, famous in musical circles, and the 
late President H. Thane Miller, of Mounc 
Auburn Ladies’ seminary. Mr. and Mrs. 
Hall made their home in Covington, Ky.. 


ywhere they became members of a musical 


organization of English people which served 
as a nucleus to the Cincinnati May fes- 
tival chorus, of which the Halls were ac- 
tive members, taking part in the first three 
festivals. 


Mining Copper at a Loss. 

The sudden rise in copper ts responsible 
for extraordinary difficulties now confront- 
ing the Chinese currency system, accord- 
ing to United States Consul Fowler. 

The result has been that the cash, or 
subsidiary Chinese coin, is now worth much 
more than its token value in silver. In 
fact. that the Chinese government is pay- 
ing 1.35 taels for the copper and zinc out 
of which is minted enough cash to make 
one tael in the aggregate. 

The consul says that in the end the pres- 
ent great scarcity in cash will cause the 
issue of silver subsidary coinage. 


Story of a Son-in-Law. 

August Becker, a buteher who is chargea 
with murdering and boiling the body of nis 
wife, told a startling story in his own 
defense in a Chicago court. He said: 

“George Sutterlin, my present father-in- 
law, killed my wife. While I was out of 
the house for a few minutes he did it. 
When he returned he said: ‘With ths 
piece of iron I have killed your wife. If 
you say a word I'll kill you, too.’ 

“Tl opened the back door and gaw my 
wife lying on the floor, dead. 

ie said he would chop her up and boil 
and burn the body. I said I] would not do 
that. and he said if If did not do that he 
would leave us both lying dead on the 
kitchen floor. 

“Tl said if I must, I must. When [ came 
out he had the body that I had chopped 
in the boiler, which was filled with water, 
on the stairs. He told me to get him a 
cup, so there would not be so much crease 
on the water when he threw jt out ito 
the yard. 

‘“Sutterlin went away after a wh.le with 
a bag of meat and bones. | don’t know 
what he did with them. I had to »Surn up 
the stuff that was left. It took me about 
a week to get rid of it all. Then he made 
me marry his sixteen-year-old daughter, 
Ida,”’ 

The daughter heard the story and dented 
all but the marriage. 


Killed by a Kissing Bug. 

The first death in Philadelphia due t¢ 
the kissing bug occurred in the Mary J. 
Drexel home, the victim being W.lliam 
Martin, six years old. The boy was sicep 
ing in bed at his home Monday night, the 
windows in the room being wide open. 
When called in the morning the child's 
face was much swollen. There was a pur- 
ple spot the size of a pinhead just over the 
lip surrounded by inflammation. The phy- 
siclans pronounced it @ case of poisoning, 
caused by the kissing bug. Despite heroic 
efforts blood poisoning gained too mueh 
headway to be checked, 


Drowned in a Fountain. 

In Lynehburg, Pa., the five-year-old 
daughter of George Teanuit, of Elizabeth- 
town, who was at St. Joseph's hospital 
for treatment for deafness, disappeared. 
After several hours’ search the childs 
dead body was discovered by the sister 
superior in a fountain in the yard cf the 
institution. She had been seen playing 
about the fountain, throwlpg flowers into 
the water, which she afterwards recov- 
ered, and it is supposed she lost her bal- 
ance and was drowned. In one hand she 
clutched a flower. 


Galloped Into Her Affections. 


Miss Mary Warfield, of Lexington, Ky., 
is to be married to Lieutenant Percy Mor- 
ris Burrill, of the Twelfth New York vol- 
unteers. The officers of the Twelfth were 
fond of visiting the thoroughbred farms in 
the vicinity of Camp Hamilton while the 
troops were encamped there last fall, and 
they often wanted to ride the thorough- 
breds.

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Report of Commission for Firs 
Quarter Is Filed 


EXCELLENT WORK IS DONE 


Quarterly Report Shows Advantage of a 
New Lease System, 


REFORMATORY FOR BOY CONVICTS 


It Is Urged That Penitentiary Camps 
Are Not the Proper Places for 
Women and Boy Convicts 
Who Should Go to 
Prison Farm.

The quarterly report of the state prison 


~ & Commission which was completed and filed 


Sith Comptroller General Wright yester- 
day-morning shows that the gross income 
to theistate from this source for the first 
quarter amounts to over $0,000 and that 
the newly adopted prison system is cer- 
tain to bring into the treasury fully eight 
times as much revenue as the old sys'em 
did in former years. 

In a recent interview in The Constitution 
Chairman Turner, of the prison commis- 


sion, predicted that under the new lease 


of convicts which went into effect March 
Ist $200,000 would be realized annually by 
the state and that the effectiveness of the 
system would be correspondingly benefited 
and improved. The prediction of Chair- 
man Turner is shown by a review of the 
following statement to be thoroughly ac- 
curate. since for one quarter the sum of 
$50,000 is realized from the hire of the con- 


victs. 

To the excellent work of -he commission, 
headed by Judge J. S. Turner, of Eaton- 
ton, is due the splendid results that have 
followed the adoption of the new system 
and the commissioners were the recipients 
yesterday of congratulations from their 
friends op the thorough management that 
has characterized the contro] of the prison 
department. 

linder the old system abolished during 
the present year the largest amount re- 
ceived from the lease of convicts Was 
$25,000, only half as much as has been 
realized under the new system in one 
quarter. Formerly the lease of convicis 
brought only $11 apiece into the treasury, 
whereas at present approximately the sum 
of $100 is paid by the lessees for the hire 
of é@ach convic'. 

The only difference is that under the 
rew ststem the state has io pay the sal- 
ary of physicians, guards and wardens 
and furnish certain supplies for their 
maintenance, an expense which can be 
fully met with $80,000 annually. 

Another Reform Movement. 

With the convicts at present under con- 
trol of state guards who are directly re- 
sponsible to the commission, another 
Change in the nature of a reform move- 
ment has been proposed by the commis- 
sion. At the present time boys and wo- 
men who are convicted of misdemeanors in 
the state and sent to misdemeanor camps 
or chaingang camps where, it is said, ab- 
sojutely no provision is made for them 
aside from the general accommodations 
ior hardened criminals, a class constantly 
inhabiting the misdemeanor camps. 

It is the intention of the prison commis- 
siom to urge the legislature at its next 
session to change the law with reference 
to boys and women convicted of crime and 
direct that for whatever offense they are 
sent up that they be confined at the 
prison farm, where separate apartments 
have been built for men ard women and 
where young boys are kept apart from the 
men. 

The suggestion is a humane one in every 
respec!, as the treatment that would be 
given women and boys at the prison farm 
would be better than that given them at 
any misdemeanor camp 

it is the present intention of the com- 
mission, should the legislature see fit to 
make this change in the law, to introduce 
at the farm reformatory features for the 
benefit of the younger convicts. It is be- 
lieved that this step would solve, for the 
present at least, the pressing question— 
how :o get a state reformatory for the 
benefit of young criminais.

It Is Probable That Chairman Tram- 
mell Will Be One of the Arbi- 
trators for the State. 


As a result of the wrangle over the valu- 
ation of the property of the Chattanooga 
Southern railroad and the refusal of that 
road to accept the valuation suggested Ly 
Comptroller General Wright, it became the 
duty of Governor Candler yesterday morn- 
ing to name two arbitrators, who are to 
fix the returns of the protesting railroad. 

At a recent meeting of the arbitrators 
appointed, one of them by the Chattanooga 
Southern and the other by Comptroller 
General Wright, not only an adjustment 
of the state taxes of the eorporation falled 
to be agreed upon, but the arbitrators could 
not get together on an umpire to whom the 
matter could be left. 

Chairman Trammell, of the rallmoad com- 
mission. the arbitrator on the part of the 
state, and Alex C. King, the representative 
of the Chattanooga Southern, have held a 
number of conferences recently, but no 
one could be agreed upon by them to act 
in the capacity of umpire. 

The next step provided by law is the ap- 
pointment of two arbitrators for the state 
to meet with one arbitrator named Ly the 
road. the result of which will be that the 
valuation of the property is to be deter- 
mined by a majority vote, in which case 
the valuation claimed to be equitable by 
the state will be.emforced. 

Governor Candler will in all probability 
appoint Chairman Trammell one of the ar- 
bitrators for the state and will determine 
upon the second arbitrator today or tomor- 

Ww. “ 

The Chattanooga Southern owns forty 
miles of railway track in the state, cross- 
ing the northwest portion of Georgia on 
the line from Chattanooga to Gadsden, Ala. 
The property has formerly been returned to 
the comptroller general at $5,000 a mile, not 
including bridges and trestles. The prop- 
erty was returned this year, however, at 
$1,500 a mile and the valuation was refused 
at once by Comptroller General Wright, 
who proposed a compromise to the railroad. 

The work of the arbitrators has failed for 
the reason that both parties maintained 
that their valuation was proper and equi- 
table. 

The next step, which is the appointment 
of two arbitrators for the state and one 
for the railroad, will probably result, it is 
believed, in fixing finally the valuation of 
the property.

The announcement in The Constitution 
yesterday morning :hat the state had iIn-

Railway and Power Company et al to pre- 
vent what fs alleged to be a combination 
to kill competition, considerable 
talk in the city during the” day. 

No new steps of importance .were taken 
yesterday. President Woodruff, of the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
and President Joel Hurt, of the Trust 
Company of Georgia, one of the defend- 
ants, have been served with coples of the 
bill and the matter has been referred to 
the attornys. 

The hearing is set for Saturday, July 
15th, but it is probable that an earlier 
hearing will be asked for by the attorneys 
for the defendant companies. 

President Woodruff said yesterday tha‘ 
the companies would continue to operate 
as usual and that next week the transfer 
system would be enlarged so as to include 
the side lines. Heretofore transfers have 
been granted on the through lines, but the 
benefits of the transfer system will be ex- 
tended as soon as the preliminary arrange- 
ments can be made. 

Mr. Woodruff said that there was no 
doubt that the Georgia Electric. Light 
Company was behind the litigation and 
that it was an effort to defeat the con- 
struction of another lighting plant. He 
said that if the present combination was 
{llewal the one when the old horse car lines 
were consolidated in 1891 certainly was 
illegal also. He said if the combination 
at that time had been defeated the street 
car sefvice of the city would have been 
much worse than it Is today. 

On the question of combinations he said: 

“The question was raised two years ago 
and was met by a spontaneous protest 
from our citizens. It i# almost universally 
admitted that it is in the in'‘erests of the 
public in large cities that the street rail- 
Ways should be run under one genera! 
System thereby greatly enlarging’ the 
benefits to al] patrons. If the wishes of 
the people patronizing all the lines of the 
two companies in question are to be re- 
epected in deciding this matter there can 
be no question as to the final result of 
this litigation.™

REPORT PRONOUNCED ABSURD 


Mr. J. M. Culp Is Not Likely to Leave 
His Present Position. 


IT PAYS BETTER THAN THE OTHER ONE 


The Louisville and mene NE 
Are Not So Good as the South- 
ern’s—Old Story Mevived. 


The report that J. M. Culp is going to 
the Louisvile and Nashville has broken out 
again. : 

It looks as if somebody is trying to an- 
noy the Southern’s traffic manager. This 
same report was circulated last fall and 
it was always a mystery how it started. 

The rumor that the Southern and the 
Louisville and Nashville are to be consol- 
idated is regarded as absurd by railway 
men. The two systems are working in har- 
mony, but no one who understands their re- 
lations gives the slightest credence to the 
report that they are to be merged. 

Mr. Culp was formerly with the Louls- 
vMe and Nashville and left that system 
to take service with the Southern. It is 
safe to say that he is getting nearly 33 1-3 
per cent more salary with the Southern 
than the Louisville and Nashville has been 
paying its traffic manager. It is pretty 
well known that thereris only one really 
large salary on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, and the man who gets that is worth 
to the system $25,000 a year more than he 
receives. 

Mr. Culp would not be likely to throw 
away $2,500 a year in salary just to get 
back to the Louisville and Nashville. And 
if the Youisville and Nashville were td 
make him an offér of more salary than 
he is getting, the Southern would no 
doubt go it $1,000 better. 

The system passed the $25,000,000 mark 
in gross earnings for the fiscal year just 
closed and the great showing made nat- 
urally reflects credit in the traffic depart- 
ment. As Schley said at Santiago: “There 
is glory enough in it for all.” 

The rumor that the conséTidation of the 
-wo great systems would occur Was an 
inference drawn from the rumd® that Mr. 
Culp expé¢ted to go to the Louisville and 
Nashville. Even if that was true, the 
inference would be ridiculous. Railway men 
aughed at the whole matter yesterday.

The plaintiffs immediately 
gave notice of appeal, The principal men 
opposing the road entering the park are 
©. W. Robertson, president of the Loan 
and Exchange bank, who has contracted 
for a $50,000 mansion by the side of the 
park, and George Cottonsmith, a north- 
erner, who owns a residence near ‘the park. 
They will fight the project bitterly. If the 
road is again delayed there will probably 
be enormous damages to be paid un’ess 
the supreme court sustains the plaintiffs.

These ap- 
plicants desire his indorsement, and until 

1! officers for his regiment have been ap- 
pointed Colonel Hardin will either have to 
be as Job in patience or take up his resi- 
dence in the woods. 

Even then his trouble will not be over. 
The less ambitious, who realize that they 
stand no chance for commissions, will de- 
gire to be non-commissioned officers. When 
these positions have been filled Colonel 
Hardin will have a breathing spell, al- 
though the hard work of drilling the men, 
having them instructed in the manual of 
arms, and making soldiers out of citizens, 
will continue. 

Colonel Hardin received official notice of 
his appointment yesterday morning and was 
instructed to report immediately at the 
headquarters of the army for consultation 
with the authorities in regard to raising 
his regiment. Colonel Hardin left on the 
noon train for Washington ami is not ex- 
pected to return to Fort McPherson until 
next week. 

At the same time that Colonel Hardin re- 
ceived instructions to report at Washing- 
ton instructions were received at the post 
to prepare the Waco range for target prag- 
tice. It is the plan to send the Twenty- 
ninth infantry to Waco as soon as it has 
been recruited. Several weeks will be 
spent on the range by the regiment and it 
will not sail for the Philippines before next 
fall. 

More than 100 men applied at the post for 
enlistment in the Twenty-ninth infantry 
yesterday. This was a surprise to the offi- 
cers at the headquarters of the department 
of the gulf, and it will also probably sur- 
prise the officials at the war department. 
The Twenty-ninth regiment is to be recruit- 
ed from the states of Georgia, South Caro- 
Qina, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Louisiana. 

The regiment was ordered recruited from 
eo large a territory because the officials at 
army headquarters anticipated some diffi- 
culty in raising a regiment in this section 
of the country. The announcement, there- 
fore, that before the officers who will com- 
mand were appointed and only the day af- 
ter the order authorizing the regiment was 
issued, more than 100 men applied for en- 
listment into i., will occasion surprise. 

Colonel Hardin received about thirty tele- 
grams yesterday morning, and during the 
afternoon almost as many more arrived 
at the post for him. Some of them are con- 
gratulatory messages, but the majority 
were sent by men who desire commissions 
in the regiment. 


Colonel Hardin Talks. 

Colonel Hardin was seen at the depot a 
few moments prior to his departure. He 
Was accompanied by his wife, who went to 
Washington with him. 

In reply to a question relative to his new 
commission he said: 

“I Know absolutely nothing about the 
matter beyond what has appeared in the 
papers I received a telegram from Adju- 
tant General Corbin ordering me to Wash- 
ington and am now on the point of follow- 
ing his orders. I expect to return in the 
course of a few days and will then be able 
to give out some real information concern- 
ing the recruiting of the new regiment.’’ 

Lieutenant Offley Commands. 

During the absence of Colonel Hardin 
Lieutenant Offley, company B. Seventh in- 
fantry, is in command. Lieutenant Offley 
is very popular at the post. 


Frank Riley, formerly post sergeant ma- 
jor at Fort McPherson, is now in Philadel- 
phia. Sergeant Major Riley’s enlistmant ex- 
pired and he determined to re-enter ciyi] 
life. He was one of the most popular non- 
commissioned officers at the post and made 
an excellent sergeant major.

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PRISON CELL FOR CLEMMONS. 


Escaped Convict Now Serving Sentence 
in Missouri Sent Up from 
Fulton.

mission that a man of Clemmons’s descrip- 
tion was serving a «sentence in Missouri, 
and inquiry developed the fact beyond a 
dcubt that the escaped Georgia convict 
was in Missouri, 

Arrangements have been made for the 
transfer of Clemmons to Georgia by Mis- 
souri officers and he is expected to reach 
the state where four and one-half years’ 
imprisonment awaits him, July 12th,

General Joseph Wheeler's book, contain- 
ing so much of the history of the civil war 
as Wheeler's cavalry helped to make, will 
be published in this city within the next 
few months. The book was written by 
General Wheeler several years after the 
surrender at Appcemattox and gives a full 
account of the operations of Wheeler's cav- 
aliy during the war. 

Although the manuscript has been writ- 
ten for more than thirty years General 
Wheeler has steadily refused to have it 
printed, although he was strongly urged 
upon several occasions by the members of 
his staff to place it before the public. 

Some time ago, however, a correspondence 
in regard to the book was begun between 
General Wheeler and W. C. Dodson, of 
Atlanta. The outeome of the matter was 
that General Wheeler has mailed his man- 
uscript to this city, and it is expected to 
errive here today. 

Although General Wheeler gave a consid- 
erable portion of his time to the prepara- 
tion of this manuscript, and notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he could make a small 
fortune from the sale of the book, he pro- 
poses to give the entire proceeds of the 
sale to the various camps of his old cav- 
alry. 

In addition to giving the manuscript to his 
old cavalrymen General Wheeler sent his 
check for $100 to help pay for the expense 


of printing the volume. 

It will consist of about 400 pages, will be 
dedicated to the members of the cavalry 
who died “with their spurs on,” and will 
undoubtedly have a large sale. 

The following subscriptions toward pub- 
lishing the book were made last night ata 
meeting of Camp A, Wheeler's cavalry, at 
the capitol:

A committee appointed some time ago by 
the camp to draft a resolution commending 
the action of William M. Knauss, of Co- 
lumbus, O., for caring for the graves of 
the 2,100 confederate dead buried in Chase 
cemetery at that place, rendered a report 
shich was adopted. The committee con- 
sisted of Major J. P. Austin, W. C. Dod- 
son, J. L. Travis and J. L. Cobb. 

The camp also officially indorseti the re- 
cent book of Major J, 8B. Austin, of the 
Ninth Kentucky cavalry, entitled “The 
Blue and the Gray.”

He told how that, al- 
though these men had died in what was to 
them a foreign land, and were buried among 
strangers and their then foes, their last 
resting place had been tenderly cared for 
and beautified, and that each year flowers 
are strewn over their graves by tender and 
loving hands. He told how this had been 
brought about almost wholly by the efforts 
of one man, Mr. Wim H. Knauss, who, 
though a wearer of the blue in the great 
conflict, chose to recognize his former ene- 
mies as Americans and to call them such 
instead of rebels. A committee was ap- 
pointed to draft a resolution of thanks to 
be sent Mr. Knauss, which committee ré.- 
ports the following: 

“Resolved, That Wheeler’s Confederate 
cavalry, camp A, hereby tender our heart- 
felt thanks to Mr. Knauss for his noble 
efforts in looking after the graves of our 
comrades, and that we recognize in him 
the highest type of American citizen and 
ex-soldier. 

“Resolved, That judging him by the stand- 

ard that 

“The bravest are the tenderest— 

The loving are the daring,’’ 
we hail him as a brave man, who fought 
for his conviction of right, but is broad 
enough to accord honesty of purpose to 
those who fought against him: and, 

*‘Resolved, That we recognize him as an 
American whose patriotism is large enough 
to embrace his entire country, and who is 
lovs ‘not alone to one section while he 
holds the other in enduring suspicion and 
estrangement,’ but is animated by that 
broad and perfect loyalty that loves and 
trusts every section of our common country. 

“Resolved, That the adjutant be instruct- 
ed to forward to Mr. Knauss a copy of 
these resolutions with the fraternal greet- 
ings of our association.’”’

per $1,04@—are both tbe smallest ever 
known in any quarter. In ten out of four- 
teen branches of manufacturing, failures 
were smaller than in. the same quarter of 
four of the previous five years, and jn 
thirteen out of fourteen branches. Ti 
larger failures for $100,000 or more 
aniy two in trading for $224,088. less than a 
tenth of the smatiest previous year, and 
only fifieen in ail for $2,417,180, from‘ a 
fifth to a tenth of previous years. The de- 
erease in small failures is worth especial 
study. 

“Wheat deciined % of a cent. -xports 
being but 2,250,021 busheis for the week, 
flour included, against 2,643,139 last vear 
for both coasts, although western receipts 
were 3,861,523 bushels against 618.492 last 
year. If the farmers actually carried over 
65,000,000 bushels, or more than a year ago,

Primary Market Receipts Continue on 
an Enermous Scale. 


FRACTION DECLINE RESULT 
Corn Was Dull and Easy—Cash De- 
mand for Oats Good—Pro- 
visions Steady. 
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Chicago, July 7.—Under the weight of 
heavy foreign markets, heavy receipts and 
improved weather, wheat was weak today 
closing with a loss of 5c for the September 
option. Corn followed the bigger market, 
September closing with a loss of ‘%c. Oats 
closed with a gain of ec, while provisions 
finished practically unchanged. 

September wheat opened %c below yester- 
day's closing price, influenced at the start 
largely by improved weather conditions. 
foreign markets were weak and lower and 
domestic receipts were too heavy for de- 
mand, The total primary market receipts 
were 838,000 bushels, against 87,000 bushels 
the year before, and London cabled that the 
supply there was in excess of demand. Ar- 
gentine shipments for the week were 1,126,- 
wd bushels, against 1,008,000 bushels the 
week previous, while local receipts were 71 
cars, against 23 a year ago, and northwest- 

receipts footed up 424 compared with 
last year. All this was meat for the 


bears and September went as low as 734. 


Hradstreet's report of 1,700,000 decrease in 
the world’s visible and Duluth’'s estimate of 
a probable decrease in stocks there for the 
week of 750,000 bushels helped the market 
a trifle, but the pressure of immediate sup- 
plies was more effective upon speculative 
sentiment than a prospective searcity and 
September wound up wearily at 73%Qc 
against 744% at yesterday's close.

September oats opened at 20%c, and early 
in the session sold down to 2%gc on im- 
proved crop reports and In sympathy with 
the bigger markets. There was considera- 
ble demand from shippers against cash sales 
made to New England for export, however, 
and the market rallied closing at 2W%*gc, the 
high point of the day.

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Sentiment During Greater Part of the 
Day Favored the Bears. 


CHANGED IN LATE DEALINGS 


‘Under Leadership of Southwestern 
Group of Railroad Stocks Scored 
a Sharp Advance. 


New York, July 7.—Sentiment on the stock 
exchange favored lower prices during the 
glieater part of today’s session, but the 
feeling changed in the late dealings anid 
prices were brought well above yesterday's 
level before the close. The late strength 
originated in the southwestern group of 
railroads, Texas and Pacific was the first 
of these to advance, but the largest buy- 
ing, aS Well as the greatest gain in price, 
was in St. Louis. Southwestern preferred, 
which rose 2 points on the publication of 
the May statement of net earnings, showing 
a surplus over expenses of 86,488, compared 
with $7,255 last year. Missouri Pacitic, Kan- 
sas and Texas preferred, Wabash preferred, 
Texas and Pacific and St. Louls South- 
western preferred all rose between 1 and @ 
points and aroused an active buying move- 
ment in other portions of the list. It was 
notable, however, that some of the stocks 
which have enjoyed the largest share of 
attention recently fell into comparative 
neglect when interest began to be mant- 
fested in the Southwesterms. The grangers, 
however, after morning declines averaging 
a point were bid up well above last night's 
close In the late dealings. Good weather 
in the northwest and weakness in the wheat 
market and Bradstreet’s decrease of 3,500,009 
bushels in European wheat stocks was the 
motive for the buying of the grangers.

“There is really no way to know when a 
woman. is really beautiful unless she can 
me seen. for newspapers and magazines of 
late have made such a fad of publishing 
the pictures of beautiful women that when 
one really deserves to be so called ten 
are published that do not deserve the com- 
pliment.” 

This statement was made by a gentle- 
man who claims to be a connoisseur of 
feminine beauty and there seemed at first 
a great deal of reason in what he said. 

Then 1 reminded him that whereas he 
might select but out of the ten that 
deserved to be beautiful, another 
“connoisseur’’ might another WoO- 
man entitled to the on, 
until ten people might be found 
claiming that *the woman whose 
he admired most was the beauty 
group 

Every man and every woman has his or 
her ‘“‘ideal’’ of beauty, and were the great- 
est students of physical beauty, and were 
all the artists of renown to assemble, it 
would be found that and every one 
would have his or her ideal of beauty dif- 
ferent ang distinctive. Kkven could the 
perfect woman be created and placed be- 
fore them as a model, there would be the 
artist or who would declare 
that irregularity of feature Was a charm 
and that a woman smaller or larger would 
be his ideal. 

It would seems therefore, I urged upon 
my friend, that to acknowledge many 
women as beautiful did not detract from 
the few who might, according to his @pin- 
fon. be worthy the reputation, for whereas 
the few might satisfy his ‘ideals,’ they 
would fail in the case of othefs, who 
would look on the faces ignored by him 
and declare these rather were the beauties 
of the group. ; 

The New York World of as 
published interviews with several 
known American artists, who declared that 
to decide upon one ideal type of beauty 
would be impossible. The interviews 
hinged on the question as to whether the 
present French ideal of beauty, Mile. 
Jeanne Dortzal, would gain a universal 
reputation as such, and the general opin- 
jon expressed in the interviews was that 
no woman can be regarded par excellence 
as the queen of beauty. 

‘ackfield said in part: 

taps aan an by the French that Mille. 
Jeanne Dortzal is the most beautiful woman 
in the world is doubtless due largely to na- 
tional pride. Even in France there must be 
other women as beautiful as she, or even 
more so. But Mile. Dortzal is ungey the 
lime light just now, and so monopolizes the 
praise of Paris. And, of course, in the minds 
of Parisians the most beautiful woman of 
Paris is the most beautiful in the universe. 

“For my part I think the women of this 
country superior in beauty to those of 
France—or, in fact, any other country. That 
feeling, of course, may be attributed to 
natural -preference. But I prefer the Eng- 
lish type to those of the continent, and it 
seems to me that the women of France are 
also excelled by those of both Italy and 
Austria. 

“Beauty lies quite as much in the eves of 
the observer as in the lines of the object 
of his vision. A Japanese Venus would 
ecarcely resemble the Aphrodite of the 
Greeks, and yet hér beauty might be wor- 
shiped by a whole nation. 

“Years ago in France there 
called the Mont St. Miohel, and the land- 
lady was called Mme. Poularg. She was 
pretty, but never attracted wide attention 
until a noted literary man visited the inn 
and wrote something .about her beauty. 
Immediately the fame of “La Belle Pou- 
lard’ rang through France. People came 
miles to see her, like Kalisha’s left shoul- 
der blade. But doubtless within a mile of 
her inn there were a dozen women as beau- 
tiful, if not more so. But they had no lit- 
erary man to write them up. 

‘Beauty lies in so many different things. 
A woman may have well-nigh perfect feat- 
tures, and yet a bad complexion may make 
her a positive fright. 

“Givenea good complexion and 
features, an expression of stolidity will rob 
them of their effect. The figure is also a 
large element in a woman's beauty. A pret- 
ty face, set over a bad neck and round 
shoulders, cannot altogether redeem its 
possessor from the charge of ugliness. 

‘Even a bad walk or ungraceful attitude 
may deprive a woman of her place among 
the beauties, and such a seemingly little 
thing as the poise of the head may make 
one woman a beauty and another less than 
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thank God, of all the peaple they ‘saw 
there, they chose the English to mode! their 
methods of Nfe upon. 

“They learned to walk and ride and play 
games for exercise, and the result is the 
American woman of today—the best type 
of womanhood upon earth. 

“Personally, I cannot gay that I have 
an ideal in beauty. Perhaps, of all the 
types, I admire most that of Clytie. Take 
her clear-cut, firm chin, ner fine nose, her 
high, equare forehead, with hair worn low 
on it, and add a fresh, clear complexion, 
and you have a style of beauty Which is, 
hard to equal.” 

C. G. Turner declared he had no Ideal, 
saving: ° 

‘Today we have reached almost the ex- 
treme of realism in the consideration of 
beauty. Artists pay no attention to old- 
time beauty measurements, and the classic 
face is not seen except in decorative work. 

“We try to paint things just as we find 
them. 1 have nq ideal of beauty, and do 
not want one. . 
“There are artists whose women resem- 
ble each other, but in most cases that Is 
rather by chance than design. Most ar- 
tists would prefer not to become addicted 
to one type. Take the case of Monet, for 
instance. There are certain characters in 
his women which are, regarded by some 
People as typical, and they have been cop- 
jed by thousands of small-fry artists. But 
as a matter of fact, Monet declares that 
these very characteristics are the result of 
his bad sight; that they are the weakest 
parts of his work, and that he would glad- 
about the Gibson girl. I will say that Mr. 
Gibson, hKe ‘he rest of us, paints what he 
sees before him. The newspapers choose to 
speak of ‘The Gibson Girl’ as a type, but I 
venture to say that if you were to tell Mr. 
that his girls were drawn on one 
type he would not be pleased.” 

Irving R. Wiles eid: 

“I do not attach much importance «o the 
Claim made by the WParisfans that they 
have in Mile. Dortzal the most beautiful 
woman in the world. 

“Beauty tls a matter upon which most men 
differ, And in successive eras we see widely 
differen: types of beauty declared the most 
perfect, 

“Among artists the present tendency is 
to exalt: expression above mere form. For 
my oWn part, I wouid much prefer a wo- 
m2s3 with beauty of expression and none of 
form to a woman who-had beauty of form 
and 


none of 

‘““Papular ‘Deauty is not necessarily ar- 
tistic beauty. A dozen women picked out 
by a man of business as examples of beau- 
ty would probably not find favor with a 
modern artist, while it is likely the artist's 
selections wouid not be approved of by the 
man of business.”’ 
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Mrs. Enmons Blaine, of Chicago, has re- 
cently given $500,000 toward the. establish- 
mént in that city of two schools for chil- 
dren, the schools to be not only model in 
every respect but decidedly unique. 

Mrs. Blaine, whore fortune is said to 

about $3,000,000, further establishes her- 
self as a public-spirited citizen as well as 
philanthropist, when she acknowledged her 
personal wealth to be $1,563,000. In paying 
taxes on that amount she is quoted as 
saying that she believed it to be the duty 
of the rich to pay their honest share of 
the taxes, and that if that were done the 
burdens would not be so heavy on the poor, 
and that the laws, anyway, should be 
obeyed.

A case was made against Mr. Howard last 
week and he was arraigned in the police 
court and fined $60.75. Tle appealed the 
cuse 

This did not put a stop to the building 
being used as a stable. Mr. Howard stated 
that he had now nothing to do with the 
building, as the national government had 
it leased and was using it. 

Inspector Pittman was called upon to make 
another move in the matter and yesterday 
morning he concluded to make another cuse 
against Mr. Howard and at the same time 
Hu case against Henry Hortor, a negro who 
is alleged to be In charge of the building. 

The case were called in the_recorder's 
court vesterday afternoon. Assistant City 
Attorney Pendleton, representing the city, 
moved for a continuance on the ground 
that his most material witness was absent 
The defense, represented by attorneys for 
the I'nited States government, stated that 
if there was a’ continuance {t would have 
to be for a month at least. 

The defendants were finally placed on 
trial, and the city’s case fell through. It 
could not be proven that Henry Horton 
was other than a hired man. employed by 
the department of the gulf to look after 
the horses. Against Mr. Howard there 
was no proof that he had anything to do 
with the building. 

The recorder missed both cases, and 
the city gave notice that the matter would 
be reopened later on. It seems as if the 
national government has the stable and the 
city appears looking for somebody against 
whom to proceed.
